What will 
the Prime Minister say? Mr. Chamber- 
lain must surely have mislaid his copy of 
the Deauville encyclical of last August, or 
possibly a depleted Post Office staff was 
unable to deliver it at Downing street. Mr. 
Lloyd George’s statements then were 
fairly explicit. Clearly Mr. Chamberlain 
considers that they were unnecessarily 
In regard to subsidies, Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s most important aanouncement 
was that the bread subsidy, contrary to 
Mr. Lloyd George's Sheffield assurance, 
would be continued. The raiiways, on the 
other hand, will soon be in a position to 
pay their own way by means of a “ revi- 
sion of the rates. Does this mean in- 
creased railway fares? If such be the case, 
no real saving will be effected. The public 
may be consoled, however, by the know- 
ledge that “we are leading the way in 
disarmament among the nations of the 
world.” Reductions of half a million 
British soldiers are being made. Chinese 
labourers and Indian camp-followers are 
being disbanded. By May 1st, 1920, the last 
soldier will have left French-Belgian soil, 
while the personnel of the Navy will soon 
be reduced to 146,000 officers and men. 
This news will please the “ pacificists,”’ 
but the intelligent man would have pre- 
ferred to learn that the civil services had 
been reduced to a minimum first of all. 
There will be no autumn Budget, and 
Mr. Chamberlain refuses to discuss the 
project of a levy on capital. As we 
have said repeatedly, a levy on capital is 
bad business, and Britain's need to-day 
demands as much capital as can be re- 
leased for industrial and commercial pur- 
poses. A tax on war fortunes, however, is 
regarded by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chéquer in a more favourable light, In 
common with most péople, he supports it 
in the abstract, but is not blind to the 
difficulties which stand in

Chamberlain's optimism is political rather 
than real. The great fact of the

blunders in his April estimates. What 
guarantee has the nation that his pre- 
dictions for next year are correct—or even 
approximately correct?

In addi- 
tion to liberating enormous tracts of the 
richest part of Russia, Denikin has taken 
over 270,000 prisoners, and his Army to- 
day is stronger than ever it was. The 
ratio of Bolshevist to anti-Bolshevist forces 
now is only 460,000 to 640,000, as against 
430,000 to 320,000 in March. Theadhesion 
of the Baltic States and Poland to the 
White Armies would make their strength 
overwhelming and prove decisive. The de- 
feat of Bolshevism is of vital importance to 
every country, for, as Colonel Ward, M.P., 
has pointed out, its aim is not merely to 
dominate Russia, but to establish the 
‘ proletarian dictatorship ” throughout the 
world.

A special levy on war fortunes was a 
different, and a much more attractive, pro- 
position, and one which early last summer 
-—long before the present agitation arose— 
he had instructed the Board of Inland 
Revenue to examine. The Board's recom- 
mendations would. soon be available, and 
he invited the House to co-operate with 
the Government by setting up a Select 
Committee to examine them. At the same 
time, he warned them that the difficulties 
were immense, and that, as in the case of 
Mr. Lloyd George’s unearned increment 
tax of 1909-10—to which he made 
humorous allusion—the “hard cases” 
might be so numerous as to run away with 
most of the proceeds. After saying that 
the Government had decided that there 
was no necessity to bring in a second 
Budget this year he declared that, though 
the burden was heavy, our shoulders were 
broad, and there was no occasion for panic.

To-day at Westminster a conference will 
be held which Sir Robert Perks describes 
as “without question the most important 
Methodist. assembly since the death of 
Wesley in 1791.” It is expected to mark 
the final stage of that process of union 
among the various sections of Methodism 
which has been active during the last 
thirty years. Sir Robert Perks reminds 
us that from the death of Wesley until 
1878—some time after the Church of Ire- 
land was liberally laicised—the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church remained a _ clerical 
autocracy. In that year it reformed itself 
by putting fifty per cent. of laymen on its 
governing authority, and so brought itself 
into line with the other ‘Methodist 
organisations. In 1891 complete Methodist 
unity was attained in Canada, and, ten 
years later, in Austraiasia. Six years after- 
wards a fusion of the Methodist New 
Connexion Church, the Bible Christians, 
and the Free Methodists gave birth to the 
United Methodist Church of Great Britain, 
with its 5,000 churches and nearly 200,000 
mem bers. In 1913 the Wesleyan Con- 
ference at Plymouth affirmed that “the 
time has come when a serious effort should 
i be made to unite in one Church organisa- 
tion the different branches of British 
| Methodism." The war suspended definite 
progress, but negotiations began in 1917, 
and to-day’s conference will be their out- 
come.

THE PROBLEM OF WAR PROFITS. 
The question of a special levy upon 
wealth accumulated by reason of the war 
upon an entirely different footing, and, in the 
abstract, he would not dispute its equity. 
But the difficulties of its collection would be 
enormous, and they would have to determine 
whether those difficulties would not outweigh 
the advan they might hope to secure. 
(Cheers.) He invited those who advocated it to. 
turn their minds to solving those difficulties. 
Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain said—We invite 
the co-operation of this House. Before any 
bill is introduced, before any decision is come 
to by the Government as to whether such a 
proposal should be made or not, the proposals 
and report of the Inland Revenue should be 
aid before, and examined by, a Select Com- 
mittee of this House, and we should have the 
benefit. of their advice, and of the public dis- 
cussion to which their deliberations would give 
rise. .I hope that the Inland Revenue will be 
in the position to supply the papers to such a 
Committee before long, and as soon as they 
are in a position to do so I will move for the 
establishment of a Committee of the House of 
Commons. 


SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIONS. 
Let me summarise my conclusions. The 
basis of all revenue returns, and of estimates 
of taxes, is the condition of industry and trade. 
(Hear, hear.) The Government, as I have en. 
deavoured to show, have been doing, and are 
continuing to do, their share in financial re- 
construction. In order that our efforis may 
be fruitful, much more is needed than any 
Government can do, There must be an in- 
crease in production. That is a vital necessity 
to national prosperity and national credit. On 
the position, as now shown, no additional taxa- 
tion will be required to balance future 
Budgets, and no fresh borrowing will be re 
quired on revenue account after this year. On 
the contrary, next year substantial supplies 
should be available for the reduction of debt. 
Parliament may desire a quicker reduction of 
the debt than we may have provided for, and 
it is certainly most desirable. With that view, 
we invite the House to explore the position 
with us, in anticipation of any decision on the 
subject of a levy on war profits. Our burdens 
are heavy, but our shoulders are broad. There 
is every occasion for caution; there is no excuse 
for panic. Our position is sound; we have 
borne throughout the years of war a financial 
burden unequalled by any other country. 
(Cheers.) Our resources, and the spirit of the 
people, have responded to our necessities. The 
same resources, and the same spirit, are equal 
to carrying us successfully through the first 
difficult and troubled years of peace, as they 
were to carrying us through the fierce fighting, 
of the war, to the victory which suc- 
ceeded. (Cheers.) Mr. Chamberlain concluded 
by moving the resolution, which we print 


above. 
THE INDEMNITY FROM 


GERMANY. 


Colonel Sir Frederick Hall asked the right 
hon. gentleman if he éould give the House apy 
idea as to what amount they might expect 
within the next year, or two years, as an in- 
demnity from Germany. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that the amount 
would be decided by an Inter-Allied body, 
which would sit in Paris. That was a body 
to which he could not give directions, and 
which had not yet been constituted. 


SIR DONALD MACLEAN, 
Sir Donald Maclean eaid that the Chan- 
celle had displayed so much cheery optimism 
that it would really seem that all was for the 
best in the best of all fimancial worlds, but 
they were still expropriating 1, millions per 
day out of private property, and adding it to 
the National Debt. The Government knew 
there would be all these ineretised charges, and 
the Chancellor ought to have imposed heavier 
taxation in his Budget. There was.no justir 
fication for his gross miscalculations. The 
Government seemed to have gambled on the 
chances of peace, and the chances went against 
them. The Chancellor was fond of talking of 
a normal year, but there would be no normal 
year for years to come. He was quite cer 
tain that the present Government would never 
see a normal year. There must be immediate 
retrenchment. Let the Government put aside 
all legislation, except that which was’ vitall 
necessary, submit revised estimates for a 
the reat spending departments, and 
let t House deal with them  be- 
fore Christmas. That would enable 
them to re-establish their control over expendi 
ture. Such estimates should be dealt with in 
the House, and not by a Committee upstairs. 
With regard to the question of a capital levy, 
that was not a matter to be lightly dism assed, 
though he was conscious of the grave objections 
to it, He suggested that the inquiry into & tax 
on wer-time accretions of capital might very 
wisely be extended into an inquiry as to the ex- 
pediency of a levy upon capital. (Hear, hear.) 
He did not believe that the country was bank- 
rupt. If they realised that the House and the 
Government were co-operating in this matter, 
confidence would be restored at home and

A CABINET FINANCE COMMITTEE.

That Committee would consist of the 
Prime Minister, the Lord Privy Seal (Mr. 
Bonar Law), Lord Milner, the President of 
the Board of Trade; and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 


A LARGER REVENUE STAFF. 


If you will cut down the staff, continued Mr. 
Chamberlain, you must cut down the Services. 
On the other hand, if you insist on retaining 
an énlarging service, you must give Ministers 
thé necessary staff. With regard to the re- 
venue department, I will not be responsible for 
a reduction of the trained staff. I need more. 
I am losing revenue for want of trained staff, 
and it would be penny wise and pound foolish 
to grudge an efficient and sufficient staff, who 
would pay for themselves many times over ih 
the revenue which they would save from going 
to waste. The reductions in the month of 
September amounted to 8,000 men. Further re- 
ductions have been already promised. We 
have not come to an end by any means, but 
if the whole of the organisations created for 
the war were swept away, and the staffs in the 
pre-war departments brought back to their pre- 
war dimensions, the saving in money would not 
be more than 22 millions. Nobody pretends 
that these things could be done. 


SUBSIDIES. 

As to the question of subsidies, they are the 
second large item of expenditure of a tem- 
porary ‘and extraordinary character. The 
position in regard to the coal subsidy is neces- 
sarily dependent on the ontput of coal, but 
assuming that that continues egatisfactory, then 
the coal subsidy is at an end. 

in regard to the railways, we have taken 
steps to bring before the Consultative Com- 
mittee the necessity for a revision of rates 
on a scale to make the railways self- 
supporting. (Cheers.) 

The Postmaster-General ig making a careful 
inguiry into Post Office services, which are

ARMY REDUCTIONS, 

As to the fighting services, as a result of the 
deliberations of the Finance Committee, acting 
in collaboration with, and on the initiative of, 
Mr. Churchill, the Forces at home, including 
troops preparing for overseas, will be re 
duced between September Ist and November 
15th, by 217,000 mon. The Army of the 
Rhine, between the same dates, will be reduced 
by 116,000 men, making a total reduction of 
157,000 men since July 26th, The Army of 
France and Flanders, between September lst 
and November 15th, will be reduced by 130,000 
men; the Army of the Black Sea by 6,000; the 
Army of Egypt and Palestine by 22,000, and 
the Army of Mesopotamia by 7,000. These 
reductions amount almost exactly to half a 
million British troops. In the same period the 
Indian troops will be reduced by 14,000, and 
there will be a substantial reduction in Chinese 
labour and Indian camp followers.. The 
General Officer Commanding in Mesopotamia 
has agreed to a reduction by December lst of 
94,000 in the Forces there, inclusive of British 
and Indian troops; and,’ then, further reduc- 
tions will be made, amounting to 76,000 British 
troops between November 15th and May Ist 
next, by which date it is hoped that all 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain (Chancellor of the 

Exchequer) was received with cheers on rising 

to make his statement on the financial situa- 

tion, and to move :-- 

“That: this House, realising the 
effects upon the trade. and industry of 
the nation of the enormous financial bur- 
dens resulting from the war, promises its 
hearty support to the Government in all 
reasonable proposals, however drastic, for 
the reduction of expenditure and the 
diminution of debt.” 

He said that he took that opportunity of re- 

viewing again the financial situation of the 

country. That situation was a grave one, and 
he asked the House to consider it gravely. 

There was every reason for caution, for 

economy, and wise husbanding of our resources. 

There was no reason for panic. (Cheers.) 

Some people mistook hysteria for strength. 

He hoped that the House of Commons would 

not make that mistake. The situation was one 

for anxious thought and wise measures, for a 

policy steadily pursued, not merely through 

the coming months, but through the coming 
years. For a satisfying settlement, close co- 
operation and a complete unilerstanding be- 
tween the members of the House of Commons 
was necessary, and the Government not only 
welcomed the desire of members to be in- 
formed as to the financial situation, but in- 
vied them to help them. The second obser- 
vation I wish to make, continued Mr, Chamber- 
lain, is this—I believe in mary matters that 
the situation disclosed in the papers is werse 
than the public had anticipated. If that is 
so, it is because the public have paid in- 

sufficient attention to the warnings which I 

have addressed to them. 

POSITION BETTER THAN IN AUGUST. 

I may say at once that, as far as Í am 
concerned, the position, though less good than 
I had anticipated, is distinctly better than I 
feared,whon I spoke in August. It. is better in 
four ways. In the first place, the taxed 
revenue is coming in extraordinarily well. 
Every item of Inland Revenue, except the 
Excess Frofits Duty, equals, or exceeds, the 
Budget estimate. The Excess Profits Duty is 
not unlikely to yield, in the current year, less 
than I had anticipated by the sum of twenty 
millions. That is not money lost, bui in sus- 
pense, and will come in during the coming 
year; but if I continue to see signs of delays 
in payment which are not justifiable, 1 must 
consider whether I should not ask the House 
to impose interest on the outstanding obliga- 
tions. (Cheers.) Dealing next with the In- 
come Tax yield, he said that it was not likely 
to produce an excess over the Budget estimates. 
He gave away a good deal of that revenue in 
the course of the Budget, and an excess could 
‘not be looked forward to. Customs and Excise 
were expected to yield 38} millions more than 
the Budget, 154 of that being on account of the 
increased barrelage of beer. Tea was expected 
to yield four millions more than the Budget 
estimates, and tobacco 14 millions more—a 
total of 18 millions. He called attention to 
this because it spoke eloquently of the con- 
dition and erpending power of our people— 
(cheers)—-a factor of prime importance.” There 
was another tax which had always been recog- 
nised as á good test of the activity of business 
namely, the Stamp Duty. Here the estimate 
was increased by four millions. He was justi- 
fied, therefore, in saying that these were en- 
couraging features. 

NEW TAXATION UNNECESSARY. 

A eecond way in which the position was 
more durable was that the reductions of ex- 
penditure which he estimated were taking 
place much earlier than he thought possible. 
Lastly, on the eve of their adjournment, in 
August, he felt bound to warn the House that, 
according to the position then presented, it 
was unlikely that they would be able to balance 
the incomings and outgoings next year without 
new taxation. He no longer thought that new 
texation would be required for that purpose.

SYNOD. ree. te mew Kingsbridge to 
WHERE IRELAND'S TRUE 
PROSPERITY LIES. 
The meeting of the Diocesan Synod of Derry 
and Eaphoe was held in Londonderry yesterday, 
when the Right Rev. J. Irvine Peacocke, D.D., 
Bishop of the United Diocese, presided over an 
unusually large gathering of both orders.

PRODUCED AT GALWAY 
COURTMARTIAL. 


Thrée remarkable documents, two of which 
were. written in code, were read at a court- 
martial held at Renmore Depét, Galway, yester- 
day, into a charge of being in’ possession of 
seditious documents, preferred under the Defence 
of the Realm Act against John Farreil, Wolf 
Tone terrace, Athlone. 

The police testified to finding the documests 
in a tin box in the house of tbe accused man’s 
father. 

Captain Gover deposed that he decoded two of 
them as follows ;—Brigade instructions, Head- 
quarters, Moate.—All unarmed men are to fall 
back on Moate, bringing with them all the 
implements possible—spades, shovels, picks, and 
everything of use. Fourth Battalion will act as 
already instructed. All police barracks are to 
be raided, main roads and railways made use 
of im each battalion district. All armed men 
must be mounted on bicycles.” 

The second document in code read :—“ All 
police barracks, except those situated in t»wns, 
such as Athlone, whore there is an overwhelm- 
ing superiority, must be rushed simultaneously, 
and no quarter ‘given to the police. - Let the 
officers of A Company, therefore, prepare plans 
to deal offectively with the police barracks in 
the districts in which they are to operate. I 
have secured twenty detonators and fuses; get 
all the cans possible, say six inch by four Inch, 
and mix bits. of serap ‘iron,’ half-inch pieces, 
with cement. See to this instantly.” 

The third document, which was not coded, 
read :-—“ Ask Commandants if. they have found 
all places in the district where arms are kept, 
and all possible information re same for raiding 
purposes, to hold account of same until I call; 
Brigade Council Commandants to get the names 
of each R.1.C. station, number of police in each, 
and place where they get provisions.

TWO ARRESTS. 

Yesterday morning the police went to a tene 
ment house in Thomas street, Cork. to arrest a 
youth named Mark Holland for the larceny of 
clothing, and proceeded to search apartments on 
the second floor, in which he resided with his 
mother, for some of the property, which the 
lad admitted having stolen. Under a bundle of 
rags in the pantry they found between 30 and 
40 sticks of gelignite, sufficient to blow up the 
entire district, and 60lbs. of Service ammunition. 
both wrapped in canvas. They removed the 
stuff to the police headquarters, and took Mrs. 
Holland into custody. In consequence of in- 
formation that they received, they subse. 
quently arrested a Sinn Fein Volunteer, named 
Anthony Nunan, a clerk, at his residence, 17 
Thomas street, and both accused will, it is ex- 
pected, be handed over to the military autho- 
rities. ' 

The scene of the discovery is one hundred 
yards from the house in Grattan street, used 
as a Sinn Fein arsenal, which was blown up 
some months since, with loss of life, and under 
the floor of which the Constabulary later found 
nearly a hundred bombs in various stages of 
manufacture. The discovery is regarded as one 
of the utmost importance by the police autho- 
rities.

The decision was as devoid of military 
advantage as it owas fraught with 
political disaster. It created a situa- 
tion worse than that which the Oin- 
vention had strivén to redeem. Mr. Lioyd 
George sought to console the Irish members, 
who knew that they had just listened to the 
pronouncement of their doom, that during the 
weeks which must elapse “ before the actual en- 
rolment begins” he intended to invite Parlia- 
ment to pass a measure of self-government to 
Ireland, Nothing has been done except coer- 
cion, the one sorry consolation being that the 
patience of the British democracy must be as 
nearly exhausted as that of the Irish people. 

THE PANACEA OF AUTONOMY. 

Let us, therefore, consider what can now be 
done. 1 start with the assumption that you 
must at once substitute civil Government for 
Prussian militarism im Ireland, and that you 
wont wait to withdraw your Army until you 
can no longer afford to keep it there. (Laugh- 
ter.) Never again must a British military force 
be employed for the establishment or support 
of any political system in any part of Ireland. 
Once this is conceded the road to an Irish 
settlement, which you have blocked, will be 
_re-oponed by a settlement—I mean one which 
may be reasonably expected to receive, not im- 
mdiately, but when there has been time to 
examine it, the support of a majority of the 
Irish people To fulfil this condition the unity 
of Ireland must be preserved. The proposal to 
set up two separate Irelands in the expectation 
that they will some day come together is open 
to the fatal objection that the Parliament of 
the majority would in all probability declare 
at once its sovereign independence, and then the 
| North and South would never come together, 
except in the not improbable event of each 
| having a quarrel with England. The path of 
wisdom is now to give to the Irish people a 
firm offer of the fullest measure of self-govern- 
ment, consistent with the necessities of the 
common defence of the United Kingdom. In 
other words, the status of a self-governing 
dominion, with defence reservations. 

ULSTER’S REFUSAL, 

You admit that the Irish question ought to 
be settled at once, butgou say that there is no 
longer any difficulty in England. only in Ireland 
itself.

; A GIGANTIC TASK. 

At the armistice there were in the possession 
of the Quartermaster-General’s Department 
stores which had been valued at over 
-£1,100,000,000 sterling. This immense amount 
of property was littered about the ground, in 
every theatre of war in which our armies had 


marketable stores had been sold by the Army 
or handed over to the Munitions Disposal Board, 
and about three to four hundred millions worth 
were still in the hands of the Army. He was not 
asking that the War Office should appropriate 
the profite realised from the sale of these stores. 
The heavy financial charge which had been im- 
posed ón the Army in connection with these 
stores ought to be taken into consideration by 
the public and the House in judging the total 
Army expenditure. If these stores had not been 
eo dealt with by the. Army, demobilisation 
would have been accelerated, and there would 
have been a saving on that account of some 
£30,000,000. He had been charged with under- 
estimating the expenditure and over-estimating 
the rate of demobilisation. He hoped that the 
House would realise the immense complexity of 
the process of demobilisation. Almost a year 
had passed since the fighting ceased. They had 
then nearly five millions of men in the Army, 
scattered about the world, and, together with 
those, an enormous mass of valuable stores, 
Surely it would have been ebsurd to expect 
that these enormous armies and mountains of 
stores could be removed at once by the wave of 
a wand. He denied that £500,000,000 were 
being epent on keeping up the Army in time of 
peace. That was the cost of domobilising 
the gigantic armies which ecxisted at the 
armistice. By no conceivable exercise of ad- 
ministrative skill, and no explosion of wrath, 
however vehement, could that expense have 
been avoided, The war had to come to an end 
some time, and, when that happened, it had 
to be paid for. The demobilising of thirteen 
thousand men per day since November last, and 
the troubles in India and Afghanistan, had 
added to the vost. Demobilisation had been 
impeded by the difficulties the Allies were ex- 
periencing in arriving at a permanent sottle- 
ment with Turkey. The situation in Turkey 
was getting worse as the delay continued. We 
were In a position to release every single man— 
certainly every single unit in the Middle East 
and India—as far as shipping could be provided. 
In addition, there were in France 198,000 Ger- 
man prisoners to guard, and over 100,000 
Chinese and native labourers. They had about 
18,000 men engaged in exhuming the bodies of 
160,000 soldiers in isolated graves, and putting 
them into cemeteries before they were handed 
over to the Imperial War Graves Commission. 
REPATRIATION OF PRISONERS. 

When he last addressed the House they had 
in England 70,000 German prisoners; in France 
and Flanders nearly 200,000, in Egypt 120,000 
Turkish prisoners, and in Mesopotamia about 
20,000, making a total of 400,000 or 500.000 
prisoners in our hands.

The Rethdown Guardians wrote accepting the 
terms laid down by the Dublin Board on which 
would admit the healthy inmates from 
Rathdown, the proposal being to close that 
workhouse, except the depariment for the treat- 
ment of the sick poor, which if’ wes proposed to 
continue without the eiigma of pauperism. 

Mr. McCarthy, Local Government Board In- 
spector, explained the matter, and eaid that the 
Guardians would be helping in á long-felt reform 
of the closing of workhouse’. He wus satisfied 
that the terms quoted would) indemnify the 
ratepayers of Dublin against any possible loss. 
They hed laid down the terms at the general 
average cost, plus Is.tper head per week for 
establishmont «harjes.. He thoaght that this 
would show a slight balance in favour of Dub- 
lin. He did not anticipate thet more than 150 
would come out of the 220 who were to leave 
Rathdown, ao that ‘there would not be any con- 
siderable increase

agreed to take in the Rethdown inmates. He 
contended that the inmates could be more 
economically kept at Rathdown tihan in Dublin 
by boarding them out.
